made many voyages, Yet now with one tempeſt, and at 
one voyage, it was ſo deformed,fo weakened,in {uch ata- 
king, that itwas like to bee thiuered in pieces : and all bee- 
caule Jonah was in it. Such ſtrife is alwayes betwixt Gods 
wrath,and mans difobedience. When Gods word wil not 
turnevs,Gods windes and other inſtruments of his wrath 
mult threaten to ouerturne vs,

like little children when they are frighted, leaſt their ſhip 
breake or leake and {o linke, and they looſe their goods, 
their ſhip rheir liues and all, 

Now theſe nought fearing fellows : theſe high Roma- 
ked men, which delire danger are brought downe by dan- 
ger, feare and quake ike ayong ſouldics which ſtarteth ar 
the ſound of a Gun. 

eAnd cryed enery man wnto his God, andcaft forth their 
wares into the Sea,cic. 
| The mcanes which the Mariners vſe toſaue them- 
ſclues, are divers, Firſt they cry totheirgods, then when 
that appeaſed not thetempelt,. they caſt out their wares, 
They prayed, T hisis then a manifeſt figne, that the Hea- 
then acknowledge there is a divine power, ſeeing and 
goucrning the whole worlde : forthey woulde not haue 
prayed at all, but that they were conuinced, therewas a 
God, who beheld the affaires of men, and coulde in ex- 
rreamelt daunger deliver whome hee would. Nature con- 
uinced them, the workes of Gad made them to acknow- 
ledgeit.

isa God. Yea his mightic power the blinded Gentiles 
ſaw lo exprefly in all the creatures, that they imagined it 
to bee impelible for one God to worke them all:therefore 
they thought that chere were diuers Gods, as there were 
diuers ſeaſons, diuers nations, diuers trades, diuers lan- 
guages, diuers and ſundry kindes of all thinges and fo di- 
uersnations worſhiped divers Gods. When the wicked 
ſcethat all their inuentions will not bring their enterpriſes 
to palſeaccording co their mind,but they are in extremity 
and like to bee calt away for want of fuccour,then they fly 
vnts God,being driven by compullionas a beare vatoa 
ſtake, and they couch and kneele, and makegreat ſhewes 
outwardly of humiliation and piety, all in hope of helpe 
from God,and as it were thinking to deceiue him by their

Now while none coulde 
helpe but one, they cried ro many, and by this meanes 
while they ſought to lay the tempeſt they ſtirred ic mor 
for their prayers being Idolatrous, were ſo wicked, that 
the Lord had vtferly deſtroyed them, If hismercie hadde 
not beene wonderfull ouer all his workes.

Here is the ſecond mzanes which they vied to helpe 
themſelues. Nowe the Mariners are content to caſt their 
wares intothe Sca, in hope of ſome furtherance to faue 
cheir lives thereby : for though maniewill venture their 
lives for riches , yet they rather part with all their riches, 
then with their lives. But they calt them out to appeaſe 
the tempeſt, or lightea their ſhip ; but it was lin that pro- 
cured danger, and being caſt away , would haue fauecd all :

Our God thought vpon vs inthe time of trouble: he 
thought vpon vs, and laydthe tempeſt when our enemies 
called vpon their Gods, Saints and Angels.But what do 
wee meane, beloued,whe mercy is come to ſend foriudge- 
ment?for though we bee ſaued with Iſraell, we deſeruc to 
bee plagued with Pharao, becauſe wee are not thankefull

hand, a hand loden with liberalicie, full of gracious giftes: 
therefore let vs ſtretch foorth the good hand to receiue it 
thankefully to embrace 1t,chearefully roentertayne it and 


carefully to keepeit, let vs recciueit by the hand of faith, | 


the hand of loue, the hand of prayer, for who fo com- 
meth with this hand, ſhall be filled, and who ſo commeth 
without it, ſhall goe empty away, bacauſe they haue delpi- 
ſed the wayes of God for when I inttruted them, they 
would not heare, and whatI caught them, they woulde 
not learne, ſayth che Lotd.

all temporall benefits at his pleaſure, but now thou bal 
brought him into the priſon ofthe ſhip, and iris tolt thus 
by this tempeſt likely todeſtroy him, thou leaueſt him in 
the greateſt daunger and reioyceſt that Jonah quaketh at 


|thetempeſt, and hath his heart aking for feare of the

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danger thusthreatned due to rebellion : yea, ſeekeſt alſo 
rodrowne him, and that alſo in hell, howlveuer thou pre:

And | 
now might 7onah ſay, Beware by mee, for thus hath __ 
tempter deceiued mee, he hath allured mee with flattering 
faatalics,and perlwaded mee, thatit was but an calle thing | 
to flie from the preſence of the Lord, that ſeeth allwayes | 
allchings and from whome nec man, no nor ſecret lurking | 
in any mans hartcan be hid, but all are alwayes in his pre- 
ſence, He made mee belecue that light could be brought 
out of darkenelle, that good may come of cuill : for he a(- 
ſureth mce that if I would ſet forth toward Tharſ1ſp: IT 
ſhould not only ſhun the preſence of the Lord, but ſhould 
live at eale like one vnknuwne , both for my vocation, 
and allo for my behautour in the execution thereof, and 
ſo I might ag into a familiaritie with theſe people, 
and enioy the benehitte of their focietie. Otherwiſe if I 
went to Nitizieas the Lord commaunded, they woulde ; 
hate and peiſecute mee, yea, ſoI ſhoulde ende my life in 
miſery, both becauſe they beeing Gentiles, and Ialewe 
they cannot abide mee, for the one houldech the other in 
contempt :. and alſo becauſe of my mellage, namely a 
xrophecy of de{truction, grounded vppon a reproofe of 
their vile and linfull plealures.

| thought ſuthcient and ſo T ſhould bee ſure neuer to eſcape 
their hands alive it] went : asthough the eternall and 
molt gloricus God which ſent mee thither, were not able 
to defind mee from all euill when I came thither, as well 
as hee did Damellin the Den of Lyons, and Chriſt inthe 
wildernetſe among the ſauage bealtes, And when Sathan 
had thus perſwaded mce, I belceued him, and ſo tookemy | 
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lourney to flie fromthe preſence of the Lord, ifI coulde 
have performed my intention, But the Lord hath beheld 
the (tubbornnetſe and diſobedience of my heart, and ther- 
fore followeth mce with great diſpleaſure:he bath ſent out 
this tempelt ypon the Sea,whereby we ace like to be ouer-

None are accounted linners, vnlcile they bee openly de- 
tected of ſome notable and hayneus crime.

The Papiſts ſay, ſome thoughts, atteions, words, and 
outward actions, not agrecing with the Law of God, are | 
calily waſht away with a little holy-water, &c. they are 
not-deadly, they deferue not thewrath of God, they are | 
but veniall. Did youeuer reade of theſe veniallſinncs in 
the Scripture? Bur thinke you they haue nothing but 
Scriptare? Yes, they haue Decrees, they haue decretalls 
the Ceremonies whereof obſerued, theſe veniall linnes

the Mariners could not help him: and being calt out, leaſt 
all for him bee calt away,the Whale would not ſpare him 
'the (tinch would ill feede him, the darkeneſſe would lelle 
| glad him,and light might nor vilie him. Now ſee then what 
| Jonah gout by his tourney, notwithſtanding all the promiles 
'of which Sathan allured him, and all the furtherances 
which the (ſerpent procured him, hee loſt his labour, loſt 
| his mony, lolt his1oy, loſt hiscredit, loſt his quiet, and 
ſaw no hope but to loole his lifetoo, finding plentifully, 
and bitterly feeling dreadfull feares, Hee truſted to the 
windes, the windes could not ſerue him:heetruſted to the 
| ſhip, the ſhip could not keepe him: hee truſted to the ma- 

riuers, the Mariners could not hold him : he truſted to the 
| the lot-the lot would not ſpare him : hee truſted to the 
| waters, the waters coulde not beare him, neyther woulde 
[the Whaſle forbeare him,neither did any thing make ſhew 


of likely hood to ſauc him. Therefore we may ſee in Jonah 
what 
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what it profiteth a man to fliefrom God,forfaking his cal 
ling, and ſo pratiling the euill motions of Sathan in ſtead 
\ of the knowne will of God. Atluredly, it we follow his flat- 

teries as /onah did,we ſhall haue ashe had,acculing conſci- 

ences,feareful harts, & the wrath of God vponour heads |. 
For he hath nothing to giue vs, although he promiſe and 

make vs belceue he hath kingdomes. Yes indeede,he hath 
horcour of mind for all that obey him,and hell for the re- 
warde of his,whicb will make all their hearts ake which re 
ceiue it, 

See ſecondly in this puniſhment of 7onah, the iuſtice of 
God. T he Bee, when ſhe hath once (tung, doth leeſe her 
{ting, So thatſhee can ſting no more : ſo doth not Gods 
juſtice punithing linne:for it retayneth power,it hath ſtore 
of tings to vex. (till : when one iudgement is executed 
ſhee cuer hath other inow ready,eyther of the ſame kinde 
ir another degree more ſharpe, or of another fort : for all 
the creatures with their ſeuerall powers, are Gods dartes 
to ſtrike vs when hee commands. Therefore if we be lick 
licknetle is not dead with vs : it we be poore, pouertie en- 
deth not : if we bee in daunger, danger is not therfore put 
downe for cuer after : and it wee bee vexed, vexation hath 
not therefore loſt his ſting: his darts, his weapons allo are 
as ſharpe now as they were at the firlt, and ſharper too,be- 
cauſe wearelinfuller, Foraccording tothe licknelle is the 
medicine, and wounds more dangerous, requrre more do- 
lourousplaſters,

The lot fell vppon 19nah,that he might be caſt out of 
the ſhip, that as the ſhip wasalmolt broken but not alto- 
gether: So /onah __ bee almoſt drowned,but not alco- 
gether :almoſt conſumed, almolt poyloned in the belly 


double deepeduely humbled, and as gold in a furnace, fi- 
ned and fit for Gods workes, hee might thence ina mira- 
culous manner come foorth like Zazarxs in his winding 
ſheete,that he might glorifie God once againe, and coura- 
giouſly cry againlt Niniuie, 

And the lot fell upon Tonah. 

The lot fallen vpon 7ozah the iuſtice of God(both ma« 
nifeſting the truth incorruptly, and chaltiling his diſobe= 
dient ſeruant ſeuerely ) Aid appeare bur with all lingular 
mercy ſhined, andthe Mariners mindes were mollified,in 
that they ſacrificed him notto Sathan, but much more 
that hee by thatmeanes truely repented. In ſo much that | 
the olde laleram Mariners preſently by him were con- 
uerted and hee caſt into the Sea, was not drowned, ſ{wal- 
lowed of the Whale, and three dayes continnuing therin 
periſhed not, but miraculouſly was preſerued and moſt 
graciouſly caſt on land fafe: and laſtly, crying againſt Ni- 


niuie thatſinfull citty, had his preaching ſo mightily pre- 
uailing.that he wonderfully humbled them all, This mer.

glorious: Forthe Niniuites hearing Yet fortie dayes,and 


Niniuie 
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Niniuie ſhall bee ouerthrewne, firſt as the Mariners had 
before done, belecued the word of God, though they ne- 
uer heard it before : If wee heard the word of God prea- 
ched as the mariners & Niniuites did with trembling harts 
in the ſence of Gods Maieltie, it woulde not bee but wee 
ſhoulde feele the power of it lively, and filled with all ioy

Surely it ſheweth, that the fooliſh 
and limple are morediligent and ready, both to heare and 
recciue the word of God, then thoſe that are wile in their 
owne concette, or alſo in the view of the world, What faith 
Chriſt ? the poore receiue the goſpell. What laith Paule 
Not many rich, not many wile, For though wee haue 
knowledge, It our knowledge bee like the Pharilies, that 


hollow-hearted friendſhip through hypocrilie, it had bin 
better for vs that wee had bin ignorant,for it will but leaue 
vs the more inexculable, it will be found inſuthcient to

In which willing ſubmiſſion of theirs, and ſpeedy liuely 
repentance at the wordes of the Prophet,(after hee had 
beene three dayes and three nightsin the Whales belly) 
the calling of the Gentiles by Chriſt, (after hee had beene 
three dayes and three nights in the bowels of the earth) 
might well bee lignitied, For they no letle willingly then 
che Niniuits, ſubmitted themſeJues ro the goſpelpreached 
no letle ſpecdily, and peraduenture more truely repented 
For though they now thus woderfully humbled theſclues 
not the fearefull multitude onely, but the richeſt and grea- 
teſt,the nobles and king alſo,and (o all eſcaped wry

Shall the houre come, in 
whichall that are in their graues, ſhall hearea voyce, and 
come forth, theythat haue done well, to the reſurrection | 
of life, they that haue done euil,to the reſurreRion of con» 
demnation? Shall the Lord ſearch leruſalem with Lant- 
hornes? Shall all foule corners bee ſwept, and all pleites 
and wrinckles bee vnfolded ? Shall the graue , Death 
and hell, giue vpall that is in them, And ſhall all the dead 
( both ſmall and great ) ſtand before God,when the books 
are opened? And ſhall euery man haue prayſe of God ac- 
cording vnto his deſeruing ? Shall weethen diſcerne be- 
tweene thevellels of honour and of wrath,berweene ſhee 
and Goates, the iuſt and yniult ? Finally, ſhall there be an 
infallible, generall,and incorrupt judgment, wherein the 
booke of all our offences, ſhall belayd wide open ? Now 
God bee mercifull vnto vs : be fauourable O Lord, be fa- 


ther vp the wheate, and burnethe tares, tocut downe all 
fruitleile trees, and calt them into the fire, yea, intoa fie-: 
riefurnace : that neuer ſhall be quenched, into an vtter 
darkenelle, where is weeping, wayling & gnaſhing of teeth 
then be fauourable, O Lord be fauourable. 

Doth not the Lord ſpare Dauid, a king,and a Prophet 
for murther ? Doth hee not ſpare the Sichemites for adul- 
terie ? Nor Abſalon for treaſon : Nor Saule for tyrranny? 
NorElifor negligence ?nor Achab, Icroboam,nor Ieza- 
bell forcrugltie ? nor Herod, Nabuchadnezzar, and Luci- 
fer for pride? nor Pharaoh for incredulitie?Then be fauv- 
rable,O Lord befauourable vntovs,in whom almolt eue- 
rieoneof theſe finnes doe dwell and remaine. Did the 
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Lord for corruption overflow the world with water? Did

For God though 
he hauegiuen a curſe of the law againft ſinners, yet ſeeing 
Chriſt for the penitent hath borne the curſe, whereby his 
iuſticeisnot impared, he is content to accept our weaknes 
as our {trength, torecompence our imperfection with re- 
ward of orcatelt perfetion, and that whicii wee can per- 


not forany deſert of ours, butin ſatisfaction of his ſonne, 
who payd with the ſeale of his owne bloud, the rauuſome 
for our ſinnes, hee hath cancelled the hand-writing that 
was againlt vs, Wherefore wee are to pray vnto God, 
that whenſocuer our (innes ſhall come in queſtion bee- 
forehim, that hee would louke vpon Chrilt Ieſus the true 
looking-glalle , in whom he ſhall find vs moſt pure and 
innocent, and to ſhine molt clearely in the righteouſneſle 
which he had giuen vs by faith : ſo that wee appeare not 
in our owne righteouſnetle , but in the righteoulnetle of 
the Lambe, who _ taken away the ſinnes of the

Daxid was young and after was old, yet in all his dayes 
he neuer ſaw the righteous forſaken. Sometimes he ſcour- 
geth his children, but like a louing Father hee layeth no 
more yppon them then they are able to beare, for hee af- 
fliteth them for his owne juſtice, becauſe they are ſin- 
ners: for his wiſdome, to exerciſe their faith: for his mer- 
cic, to cauſe them torepent: bur this is the end of all, hee 
helpeth them in their diſtretles , hee reuengeth himlſelfe 
vpon his enemies, and giueth to his people reſt and quiet- 
nelle.O that we would therefore prayſe the Lord,and for- 
get not all ether his ſingular benefites, O that we would 
confelle, that his mercy endureth for cuer, 

The third thing to note in his promiles, is his bounti- 
full kindnetle, in requiring fo ſmall a thing, with ſo great 
and liberall bleſſings : and bindeth himſelfe by obligation 
(as it were) that ſure as we performe the one, ſo hee will 
not fayle to accompliſh theother. 

The fourth, is his patience and long ſuffering , which is 
not {lacknetle,as fome men accountlackneile:burt his pa- 
tience, becauſe willingly hee would haue no man periſh,

And although the care of CAlartha in cnter- 
tayning of Chriſt bec not to be miſliked, yet CAaries d.li- 
gence 1n hearing his doftrine, is of purpoſe preferred,to 
teach vs, that it is much better with CHay to (tudic inthe 
word, and firſt to ſecke the kingdome of God , then with 
HMartha to labour in the world, and to negle that hea- 
uenly kingdome, And yet notwithſtanding , ſuch is the 
corruption of thus ruſtie age, that, our greatelt careis to 
prouide for this preſent lite, as the rich man Zuke 12. 
inlarged his Barnes wherein to put his ſtore for manie 
yeares : but wee neucr orvery late remember to prouide 
for thelite to come, like that other Rich man, Lyke 16, 
thatnenerthought of heauecn, till he was tormented inthe 
Hames of hell, 

In the 11. of 7ohy, Chriſt is ſayd to loue the whole Fa- 
milie, and here hee is ſayd to come vnto them, For whom 
heeloueth, he cannot chule but vilite, like the friendes 
of /ob that came to comfort him in his great aduerſitie : 
yea,and the greater luuc hee bearethvnto any, the oftner 
hee will reſort vato them, yea, hee will come and dwell 
with them 7ohn 14. 23, Like Tacob, that came downe in- 
to Egypt , to his beloued Sonne Joſeph, and dwelt in 
Goſhen. But Chriſt 1s yet more kinde then Jacob was, 
for hee came not till hee was fent for with horſes and cha- 
riots, but Chriſt came of his owne accord to this beloued 
familie. 

Thus doth he atwayes prevent vs with his bleſſings : 
before hee was delired, hee came into the world, he called 
his Apoſtles before they came to him, and before hee 
was requeſted, hee came vnto this noble houſe. O hap- 
pie houſe that entertained ſuch a gheſt | but thrice hap- 
pie inhabitants to whome ſuch a gheſt would vouchſafc 


to come ! When hee came to the (winiſh Gaderens,

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they delired him to depart out of their coaltes, preferring 


recciued him into their houſes , preferring their God be- 
fore their guld, and the health of their ſoules before their 
worldly wealth. They receiued him into theirhouſewho 
had not a houle wherein to put his head, VWherein their 
hoſpitalitic 1s commended, and thallcertainely bee rewar- 
ded at the dreadfull day:for with this and ſuch like works

Let vs learne by their example to bee harberours, and 
given to hoſpitalitic , which isſo often commended vnto 
vs inthe Scripture, and ſhall be (o richly rewarded at the 
[laſt day. Thoſe godly Fathers, Abraham and Lot, enter- 
tained Angels in the habite of (trangers : ſo wee may daily 
entertaine Chrilt Telus in the habite of a pooreman, of a 


to any of theſe that arc his members, he accounteth & ac- 
cepteth as done vnto himlelfe, 

Now asthe vertue of heſpitalitieis commended in 
] ali ſorts of men : {o it is moſt eſpecially commended to the 
Miniſters, who are cxpreſly commaunded by the Apoſtle 
among other things, tobee | uy to hoſpitalitie. Vato 
the Leuites in the time ofthe Law, the Lord appoynted 
cities of refuge, to lignifiethat the Miniſters houſe ſhould 
be the poore mans harbour, & his (tore their treaſure:but 
the true Miniſters of our dayes haue nocities of refuge for 
others, for they haue none forthemſelues : they have not 
wherewith to releeue the wants of others, for they haue 
notto releiuve their owne.

cumbred with much (eruing, where a little ſeruice had bin 
ſufficient,but ary is attentiue to heare the word of God, 
which neuer can be heard ſufficiently, 

Aary litteth to heare the word, as Chriſt vſed to ſitte 
when hee preachedthe word, to ſhew that the worde isto 
bee preached and heard with a quiet mind, In a ſtill night 
euery voyceis heard, and when the bodie is quiet , the 
mind moſt commonly is quiet alſo. But EHartha is trou- 
bled with other affaires, & therfore vnhit to heare the word 
as theground thatis ſurcharged with ſtones,or overgrown 
with weedes and thornes, is vnfit to receiue the ſecede, or 
yeeld any fruit to him that tilleth it, As often therefore as 
wee come to hearetheword of God, wee mult nut come 
with diſtracted minds,we mult not trouble our ſelues with

It was well done therefore of Aartha to ſhewe her

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ched the word,it was no timefor her to ſpend that time in 
other affaires,and to neglet the greateſt affaire,the means 
of her owne faluation.

Thereis atime wherein we eught to labour in our vo- 
cation, anda time wherein we oughn to heare theword, & 
as we may not vtterly negle& our lawful callings to follow 
ſermons,ſo mult we not beſtow the ſabboth,which iscon- 
ſecreted to the ſeruice of God,in following the workes of 
our vocation, All things haue their appointed time(ſayth 
the wiſe man )&c.3, and euery thing is ſeemely in hiscon- 
uenient ſeaſon, but when thinges ace done prepoſterouſly 
and out of order, there followeth confuſion, 

a— Harthadid not heare Chrilt , yet did ſhee 
Jabourfor Chriſt : many in ourdayes will neyther labour 
for Chri R,nor heare of Chriſt : but asthe Iſraclites were

a comfortable thing is this cothe godly, that the King of

The repetition of CMarthaes name, argueth the yehe- 
mencie and earneſtnes of this admonition. The Lord is 
faineto bee very carneſt and importunate with ys, before 
hee can reclaime vs. So-when Goud ſpake vnto Abrahams 
hee called him twie by name : Chill called Peter thrice 
by name, John 21.tocauſe him to make his three-fold con- 
fellion, to make amends for his three-fold deniall. And 
whenthe Lord ſpakevnto Saxzxell, hee called him 4, ſe- 
uerall times by name before hce anſwered : far ſuch is the

ly exerciſes ; for as the Lorde anſwered for Mary : when |. 
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great mercy of God, thathceis content to admoniſh vs 
often of our dutie, and ſuch is the dulnetle and peruerſnes 
of our crooked nature, that we2 cannot bee gained by the 
fhrit admonition : but the Lord mult call vs often and ear- 
neſtly, before we will hearken vnto him. 

There are two things ia the ſpeech of Chriſt to be vb= 
ſerucd, The firſt is, his modeſt reprehenlion of Afarthaes 
immoderate care : the other is, his friendly defence of 
HMaries choyce. Though CHartha was very carefullto 
{ entertaine Chrilt in the belt manner, yet it hee perceiue a+ 
ny thing in her worthy reprehenlion, hee will not ſticke 
to tell herofit : hee will not ſouth her in her ſaying, nor 
 {mooth her in her owne conceit, forall the trouble and 
col} that ſhee beltowes vpon him, It wee be often inuited 
to ſome mans table, and kindly entertained, it would bee 
vakindly taken if wee ſhould find fault with any diſorder : 
but for as much as all Chriſt his actions are the inſtrui- 
ons of Chriſtians,therefore euery Chriſtian, but eſpecial- 
ly Preachers, whome it more ſpecially concerneth, muſt 
learne by this example howe to behaue themſcjues when 
they are inuited to great fea(tes, namely ſpeake their 
conſcience freely-when they leea fault. Thebeft requi- 
tall that wee can make for our good cheare, is to giue 
goodcounſell and wholeſome admonitions to them that 
invitevs, Vhen Chriſt dined with the Pharifie , Luke 
t1, and was miſliked for not waſhing before dinner , hee 
tooke occalion to reproue their hypocrifie , their out- 


+ and atanother time hee noteth them for preſling to the 
chiefe places at banquets, and ſheweth what modeſtie is 
to beobſerved in litting downe to meate, and what ghelts 
ſhould be bidden te ourtable. So ſhould preachers be- 
haue themſelues towards thoſe that inuite them to great 
feaſtes,when they ſee perhaps ſome fault or diforder,cither 
| in themailſter ef the houſe,or in ſome other of the gheſts,

Theſe are the faults which are eaſie tobe eſpicd almoſt 
in euery place, and theſe arethefaultes which the taithfull 
miniſter of Chriſt Iefus ſhould ner leaue vareprooued, 
whereſocuer hecommeth, But as Ehas told efhab of his 
idolatric, though hewere his king, and John Baprift tolde 


Herod ut his adulterie, though he did many thinges tor |, a4, 


him, and heard him gladly : ſo ſhould the preachers re- 
prooue the people for their notorious offence , notwith- 
{tanding ſome fauours andcurtelies received from them. | 
If Chriſt had cauſe to finde fault with Martha for her too 
much diligence in his entertainement, it ſeemeth he was 
notcurious in his diet,but would haue beene content with 
limple cates, hee was nodelicate or daintie gheft, he did 
not affe or delight in ſumptuous banquets, or coltly 
fareghe rather requireth areligious heart,a conſtant faith, 
a willing mind to heare the word, with an earneſt care to 
liue thereafter, Theſe are the thinges wherein the Lorde 


| delighteth: theſeare the iuncates which hee deſireth, and 


which he preferreth before all earthly cheare, 

Thus is fartha reprehended for her curioſitie 2 now 
letvs ſee how Aaryis excuſed and commended for her | 
godly care. Onething is neceſlary(fayth Chriſt) and what 
is that onething?Euen to heare the word preached, which 
is the power of God to ſaluation, toeuery one that belee- 
ueth. A man may better want all thinges then that one 
needefullthing, and yet wee delire all otherthinges, and

th:s is theircaſe, forif you marke, you ſhall ſee, that the 
husbandman doth bate the price of his fruites ſo foone as 
the dearth is paſt, though hee raiſcthir a little while that 
dearth laſterh : but they which raiſe the price of cheir 
wares with him, ſeldome fail againe, but make men pay 
as deare when the dearth is palt, as if it were a dearth (till.

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Prone vnleile their burthen bee caſed, and their eſtima- 
tion qualified in ſome parte to their paynes. Think- 
ing that you haue not heard of this theame before, ſce- | 
ing the wordes of my text did lyeforit, thus much I 
haue ſpoken to put you in mind how ealily youliue in re- 
ſpe& ofthem,and to retificour minds towards our poore 
brethren, which in deede ſeeme too baſe in our eyes,and 
are ſcorned for theirlabours, as much as we ſhould be for 
ouridleneſle. 
Then (ſayth Hoſes ) Noah began to bee an husbandman, 
In thatitis here ſaid that Noah began, it doth not diſprouc 
that hee gaue nothimſelfe to husbandrie before, but it 
importeth , that Noah began tofer vp husbandry againe 
after the loud before any other, ſo this good man recom- 
forted with the experience of Gods fauour ( which had 
exempted himand his ſecede out of theworlde) and re= | 
ioycing to ſee the face of the earth againe after the wa- 
tersweregone, though an old man, and weaker then hee 
was , yet hee returned to his labour afreſh, and ſcorned | 
not to tilland plant fer all his polleſſions, as though hee 
were an husbandman : ſuch alowlinetle is alwayes1oyned' 
with the feare of God , and they that are humbled with 
religion , doe not thinke themſelues too good to doe any 
good thing, | 
Herenoteby the way , that none of Noahs ſonnes 
are ſaid to begin this worke, but Noah hitnſelfe ; the olde | 
man, the hoary head and carefull father begins to teach 
the reſt, and ſhewes his ſonnes the way how they ſhoulde 
prouide for their ſonnes, and howe all the worlde after | 
ſhoulde labour and trauell, till they returne to duſt, | 
ſo the olde man whome age difpenfeth withall to 
take his eaſe, is mere willing to prouide for the wants 
of his children, then they are which are bound to la- 
bour for themſelues and their parents too, as the Storke 
doth feede the dam when ſhee is olde, becauſe the dam 
fedde her wheri ſhee was young, What a ſhame is | 
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i this is to Shemand Tapherh, thatis, tovs which are young 
| and ſtrong, thatthe Father ſhould bee calleda labourer, 
, when the {onnes ſtand by ? .Nowe the ground was barren 
| becauſe of the loud , and could not bring toorth fruite of 
| itſelfe, becauſe of the curſe: therefore it pittied Noah to 


| ſeethedeſolate and barrennetle, and (lime vpon the face 


' of the earth, which hee had (cene {o glorious and [weete, & 
! fertile, with all manner of hearbes and fruites and flowers 
| before. Therefore he (etteth him(elfe tomanure it, which 
waited fornothing now , bur a painefull labourer to till 
and dreſle it, that it might bring torth delights and profits 
for linfull man, as it did before, _ | 


| By this wee may learne to vic all meanes for the ob- | 


tayning of Gods bleſſings, and not to looſe any thing 
' which wee might haue or {aue for want of paines : for that 
' is linne, as S«/omomnoteth in the 24. of the Prouerbes, 
| when hee reproveth the {louthfulrhusband-man, becauſe 
{ his fielde brought foorth nertles and chiles, in ſteade. of 
' grapes, not becauſe the ground woulde not beare grapes, 
' bur becauſe the ſlouthfull man would not ſet them, Shall 
| God commaunde. the earth and all his creatures to in- 
| creale for ys, and ſhallnut wee further their increaſe for 
| our ſelues? As wee increaſe and multiply our ſelues, fo 
| weeare bound to ioyne hand and helpe, that all crea- 
tures May increaſe and multiply too, or elle the fathers 

ſhoulde eate the childrens portion , and in time there 
; woulde bee nothing lett for them that come after ; this 
; regarde Noah ſeemeth to leaue vnto his polteritic, and 
| therefore hee gaue himlſelfe vnto husbandry , which is 
| commended in him vato this day, and ſhall bee recor- 
' ded of him fo long as this boouke is read : whereby wee 
| are warned, Fr, be which liueth onely to himfelfe, is 
| not to bee remembred of them which liue after : But as 
| Daxid cared howe the realme ſhoulde bee gouerned atter 

| his death, as well as heedidduring hislife :{o though we | 
| die and depart this world, yet weeſhould leaue that exain- 


ple | 


| 
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e,or thoſe hookes, or thoſeworks, behind vs,which may | 
profittheC hurch and Common wealth when we are dead 
and buried,as much as we did when weliued among thcm: 
Eucnas Neah planted a vineyarde, not for himſelte, | but 
for the ages to come after, 

Some doe thinke that Neah planted the firſt vineyard 
and drunkethe firſt wine, and that there was no vie of 
grapes before: which opinion they are led vnto, that they 
might excuſe Noah and mittigate his fault, if hee did ſup 
too deepe of thatcup, the ſtrength and operation where 
of was not knuwnevnto him , nor vnto any man before, 
But it is not like,that the excellent liquor and wholeſome 
iuyce of the Grape did lie hid from the worlde ſo many 
hundred ycares, and nodoubt but there were vines from 
the beginning , created with other trees : fur how coulde 
Noah plant a vineyard , vnletle he had flips of other vines 
or grapes that grew before, ſeeing hee did notcreate fruits 
but plant fruits as we doe? For this is principally to bee 
noted, that ſo ſoone as hce had oportunitieto doe good, 
hee omitted no time , but preſently after the floude was 
gone, andthatthe earth began to dry, hee plyed it with 
ſcedes, and wrought it till hee ſaw the truites of his labour, 
By this wee learne, to omit no occalion to doe good, but 
whenlocuer wee may doe good, to count it linne if we doe 
itnot. 

Butif wee be ſoexerciſed, then all our works ſhall pro- 
| ſper like the vineyard of Noah,becaule the fruit of the vine j 

Pork cheare the countenance and'glad the heart of man. 

Therefore ſumehaue gathered vpon the planting of this 
vineyard, a lignification of gladnetle and thanktulnetle in 
Noah for hislate deliuerance, as the Iewes by their ſo- 

lemnefeaſtes did celebrate the memoriall of ſome great | 
benefite , butI rather judge, that God would haue vs lee 
in this example, what men didinthoſe dayes, and how wee 
are degeneratefrom our parents, that wee may prepare a- 


gain(t the fire, as Noah prepared againſt the water. 
This El |

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This is worthie to bee noted too, G O D 
did nor ſo regard his husbandrie, but that he had an eye 


to hisdrunkenneile, and ſpeakes of his fault as well as 
his vertue, whereby wee are warned, that though God 


{ten vs ſofoone as wee forget him : though wee bee in a 
good namenowe, infamie will riſe inan houre : though 
wee berich at this preſent, pouertic may come preleatly, 
though wee be whole while wee bee here, yet wee may fall 
licke before night, cuen as Woahis prayledin one verle, 
and —_— in another :euen now God commends him 


drunkennetle : as though he had forgot all his righteoul- 
nes, ſo ſoone as he had linned, and would callin his praiſe 
againe, 

This was to ſhew, that Noah was not ſaued from the 
floud becauſe he deſerued to bee ſaued, but becauſe God 
had fauour vnte him : for hee which was not drowned 
with water, was after drowned with wine, As the Pha- 
riſes when they had done well, were proud of it, and loſt 
theirreward : ſowhen Noah had donea good worke, hee 
ſpotted it with ſin, and was diſprayſed where hee was pray- 
{:q , as though God had repented him that he commen- 
ded him, Hee planted well, but hee drunke not well: 
therefore that which was good, did himno hurt : then 
ſeeing he was trapped with agood worke, whatfocuer we 
doe, we may remember how ealie it is to lin, if we mifſe in 
the matter,orin the manner,or time, or place,or the meca- 
ure, as Noah did. Hee which planteth the vineyard, is 
{worthy to taſte of the grape : butif thou haue found ho- 
[ny (fayth Sa/on)cate not too muchyleaſt thou ſurfet, So 
'ifthou haſt found wine, drinke not too much, lealt thou 

ſurfer, A little wine is better then agreatdeale, andifchou 
| wilt follow the Apoſtles counſell, thou mult drinke it but 
ifor thy ſtomackslake,leſt that happen to thee,which thou 
'ha!theare of this noble patriarch,

bleſle vs now while wee remember him, yet he will cha- | 


for his lowelineile, and nowe diſcommends him for his | 
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| Though hee were neuer fo righteous before God, and 
men, though he eſcaped the deſtruQtion, which lighted 
vponall the worlde, though he hadall the foules of the 
ayre and bea(tsof the land at his commaund, though hee 
palled the pilgrimage of man nine hundred yeares, yet 
Noah was but a man : ſo ancient , ſo righteous, ſo migh- 
tie, ſo happie, Noah ſhewed him(elte but a man,for drink- 
ing the wine which hinzſelfe had planted, hee was diunk- 
en. This was Neahs fault, he was drunken with his owne 
wine , as Let was dehiled with his owne daughters. If 
Cham his lonne had taken toomuch, and ſtript hinſelfe 
as his father did, the holy Ghoſt would ſcarce haue ſpo= 
ken of it, becauſe heewas a nfan of note, but when the' 
father forgat himſelte , and gaue this offence, marke the 
maner of the holy Ghoſt , as though kee would thew you 
a wonder : hce diſplayeth Neahs drunkennetle , as Cham | < 
difplayed his nakednelle : as if hee would ſay, Come and | 
ſee the ſtrength of man. Hee which was counted ſo righ- 
teous, hee which beleeved the threatning like Lot when 
thereſt mocked, he co whom all the foules of the ayre and 
the bea(ts of the earth flocked in couples as they came to 
Adam, he which was reſerued to declare the iudgements 
of God, and to begin the worldagaine : Noahthe exam- 
ple of ſobrietie, the example of moderation, is ouercome 
with drinke, as4t he had never beene theman. How ealie, 
how quickly the iuſt, thewiſe, the prudent, hath loſt his 
ſenſe, his memorie, his reaſon,as though he had never bin 
the man 1 
And how hard is it to auoid {inne, when occaſion is 
at hand, and pleaſant opportunitie tempteth to linne? : 
itis eaſier forthe bird to gue by the net, then to breake 
the net 2 lo it is ealier for a man ts auoyde temptati- 
ons, thento oucrcome temptations : therefore GO D 
forbad Balaam, not onely to curle the people as Balak 
would haue him, but hee forbad him to goe with Balaks 
ſeruants, knowing that if hee went with them, and ſaw the | 
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pope ofthe Court, and heard the King himlelfe ſpeake 
vnto him, aadteltthe tickling reward,it would ſtraine his 
conſcience, and make him doubt whether he ſhould curſe 
or bletle. » 

Peter but warming himfelfe at Cayphas fire, was ouer- 
come by a liliy Damtiell to doe that which hee ncuer 
thought, euen to torſweare his Lord God : therefore Da- 


wicl would not eate of the kings meate, leaſt he (ſhould bee | 
tempted tothe kings will, ſhewing vs that there is no way | 
toelcapelinne, but toauoid occalion. Therefore Damd | 
prayeth, Twurne away mine eyes from vanitie : as though his 
eyes would draw ls heart,as the baittilleth on the hooke 
Noah thought to drinke, hee thought not to bee drunke:

lame wine diltempereth Noah , which hath diſtempered 
ſo many lince, Where he thought to take his reward,and 
caſte the fruite of his owne hands, God (er an cuerlalting 
blot vpon him, which {tickes falt cilithis day, like a barre ; 
in hisarmes, ſolong & the name of Noh is ſpoken of, 
chat wee cannot reade of his vertue, but wee mult read of 
his finne : whereby cuery man is warned to receiue the 
gifts of God reuerently, toviethem ſoberly, andto ſan- 
ike htmlelfe, before hee reach torth his hand vnto them 
thatthey may comfortand profitvs, with that ſecret bleſ- 
ling which God hath hid in them: or elſe eucry rhing,the 
be vifts of God may hurtvs, as the pleaſant wine itai= 


ned and confounded the great Patriarch , when hee des |. 


lighted tuo much init , which hee might haue drunke as 


Chriſt did athisla(t ſupper , and this diſgrace had neuer 
beene written in his (tory : but GOD would hane a 
fearefull example like the pillar of falt, to ſtand before 
thoſe beal(tes, whoſe onely (trite is to make tryall, who 
can quaffe deepeſt and ſhewe all their valiantnelle in 

wine, 
Becaule there is ſuch warning before vs , Ropes!

not maruell why hee cannorlouec his enemies, which lo-
